T this Seſſions were Tried a great number of 
A MalefaQtors, whoſe crimes as they were various 

and of ſeveral Natnres, ſo ſume ot them were 
ſo inconfiderable, as not worthy the remarquinzs yer 
we ſhall briefly give you an account of ſome of the leſs 
conſiderable amorgſt chem, and a more full Narrative 
of others of a more reſpeQive notice, 

Three men were this Scſſions Indifted for the Felo- 
nious taking away of three ounces of Silver from a Re 
finer, ſume of them it ſeem'd uſed to work at the Refi- 
ners houſe, and therefore were the more ſtrangely ſul- 
peced to be guilty, and the Silver being offered to be 
fold, and ſtaid upon ſuſpition, one of the peices was 
affirmed upon evidence to belong to the Gentleman that 
lotthem, and ſome other circumſtances to clear the 
Fa, but on the Priſoners part it was alſeadged, that 
one of them had found the ſaid Silver wrapped up in a 
bag near White-Fryers in Fleet-ſireet, the whole matter 
being left to the Jury, they were acquitted, 

An account was given you the laſt Seffions before this 
of the Tryal of a Maid _—_ to a Linnen Draper, who 
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was accuſed by a young Lad (an Apprentice inthe fame 
boolsF for inſtigating him ro turn the warcs in his Mas 
ters houſe with Fire-balls, and to take mony vnt of the 
box, which the boy then confefſed in his «cvidence a+ 
gainſt her, that upon her inſtigition he did ir, the Maid 
was then acquitted, bur vpun the aforeſaid confeiſion, 
and fome other circumſtances ſince dilcovercd to evigce 
the FaRt, the yourg L3d was this $: ſſhons arraigned up- 
pon three ſeveral IndiQuerrs, the one for taking the 
tony to the vaſe of three p urd our of the box, the 
o hcr of Treſpals, for burning the g2vds in chehouſe, the 
other of Felony, for ſetting fire tr» the burning of the 
houſe ; the cvidence that came 1n againit him was" no 
other (« xcept in one ſingle circumſtance) thon what was 
given in upon the laſt Trya), and what he confefſed be- 
tore the Juſtice vpon his Examination, The Maftcr 
affirmed that he did proſccute him to no other cnd bur 
to get a diſcovery of whar perſons were accefſaries with 
tim, and that (hould pur him upon the Dcfign, as ſup« 
poſing it very unlikely that a young boy about 13 years 
of Age, ſhould cnterprize lo milchicvons an undertak- 
ing of himſelf, The Court labonred very mnch to 
make him confeſs who were his complices, but the boy 
ſtill reſolutely held to his firſt Story, thar ir was the 
Maid thar ſex him vponir, and no boc y clſe : It appear- 
ed that the damage by the fire was chiefly to the goods, 
and no great damage done to the houle, although the 
fixing of any part ot it accotdir.g as the Inditment was 
[aid, would have been Felony withont Clergy (the 
State upon which the Inditment was grounded, being 
very levere in thoſe cales, it appeared the boyes 
Friends were very ſufficient perſons, and had give 7ol. 
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plotters by that means in the buſineſs, upon the whole 
matter the Jury found him as to the ſecond IndiAmene 
for firing the Houſe, not guilevz and as to the taking 
110ny out of the Box, hep brvngin in a ſpccial Verdi&, 
grounded tis ſuppos'd upon a clauſe in 21, Hen.

A woman was here alſo Indited for the Mortherirg 
2: her Baſtard-chtld which ſhe kad hid in a Box, and 
vas there diſcovered, it being queſtioned as the Law 
ccquires in ſuch caſes, whither the cryed out :2the 
:ime of her Delivery, ſhe affirmed ſhe did, and thar 
a Woman (one of the witnefles) at that time lay with 
her, bubthat ſhe could not wake her ; the ſaid woman 
affirmed that ſhe did not acquaint her, nordid ſhe fuſ- 
_ any thing.of ker condition, but that the other roſe 
rom her, and went into another Room, where it ſeems 
the was delivered, and the child afterwards found dead 
in the aforeſaid box : The Fury broughe her in guiley. 
A Sadleralſo here was tryed for killing one Henderſon 
Brother and follower to the bayly of the Liberty of the 
Dutchy in the Strand this Sadler it ſeems had ſeveral 
times notice given him of an ARtion againſt him in the 
Court of the Liberty, and an appearance defired+o it, 
which he refuſing, the aforeſaid Henderſon and hisbroe

ſides that, the Maſter confcfſed that he_had been offered | 
fall fatisfaion of his damages by the boyes friends, jf ,- _< 
he would have dcfiited from Proſecuting, which the,” = 
Maſter affirmed ſtill he did only to diſcover the com. 
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the Priſoner deſiring to ſtay a little while in his houſe, 
till he could ſend for Bayle, got them into his Kirchin 
and then getting out the parties Sword that was kill'd, 
did thercwith firſt wonnd the Bayly, and preſently cur. 
ning ts his follower , with a ſuddain paſs, run him - 
through the body, of which wound, within two or three 
days after, he died , The Jury found him guilty of 
Murther, 

A Porter was here Arraigned for running away with 
2 Trunk that he was to have carried with vne that im. 
ploy'd him : He made it ſeems an excuſe to reſt him by 
the way, bur never reſted till he carried it clean away, 

A Broker was here IndiQed this Seſſions as acceflary 
(before the FaR) which one E4, Fox, Carl, and others, 
who had formerly rob'd the Lord M anchefters Lodgings 
at Whitehall , Caryl, one of the _—_— having been 
convicted of the Gia offence, but afterwards had Li. 
cenſe of Tranſportation, came in a witneſs againſt him, 
that upon the diſcovery of their aforeſaid intended de- 
ſizn, this Broker by trade did incourage them to it, 
and that they ſhould take no care for the diſpoſing of 
their booty, for he would contrive ways for the tho. 
ſing of them, and did ſo, The Tryal was long, bu this 
was the ſum of the Evidence, upon which he was con- 
viced as accefſary to the aforeſaid Felony, 

A young man was alſo Tryed for the Robbery of one 
Mr. Howard of 901. he was taken near St. James's upon 
Thurſday night lait about 10. at night, upon ſuſpirion, 
by a perſon of whom he inquired it he could tell him 
where he might hire a Horſe to ride our of Town, - 
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the party ſeeinghim but anordinary erpſon,and wonder- 
ing what he ſhould hire a Hotſe for at that time of 
Night, and obſer ving withal that he had a Waller at his 
back, which he dropt quickly after z upon theſe ſuſp! . 
tiuns was iid hold on, and carricd him and his Wal. 
let before a Juſtice of Peace, where t& e Wallet was _ 
ſearch'd, and found 901. in it, and ſyme Suits of cloatt s. 
which he cont fd he had of Mr, Hoxards man, at his 
Tryal it appeared that the faid Mr, Howards man hail 
left his Maſters fervice for about a Twelvemorth, and 
yer the ſaid Maſter had ſo much confiderce in him, as 
totruſt him with the ſaid go], in his keeping, and ther. 
the Priſoner, at the inſtance of the Landlord of rhe Eouſe 
where he lodged with him abour a month before, and 
that Thurſday had got the ſaid mony and cloaths from 
him, and went away with him, the Priſoner alledged, 
that the other had told him whoſe mony it was, and or- 
dered him to carry the m away to a place where he (ſhuuld 
anect him, and there they were to divide the mony be Þ 
eween them, bur upon informativn given to the Courr, 
of the Gentlemans confiderice of his Servants integrity, 
this was lookt upon bur as an invention to (hiſt the crime 
from himſelf ro the other, and the credit the reof being 
left to the Jury,they brought him in guilty of the Flory, 

There were betides theſe agreat number of. other 
Falonyes burglaries,and petty. Larcenyes,too longto re- 
herſe in this ſhort Narrative. 

There were in all wwenty. condemned to be hanged, 
I6. men and 4 women one of which women was the be- 
fore mentioned perſon for Murthering her Baſtard, and

Nianly ar his condemnation, declaring that he expeQed 
not lite, and could nor plead for it, bur in refpsFhe had 
been fo little time in Priſon, and that the timeche had 
been there was taken up with viſits by his friends, defired 

ofthe Courtthat they would grant ſome more than uſual 
time before his Execution, to prepare for his Soul, to 
which the Court declared they would take into confide- - 
ration, and ſo procceded to pals judgment of death upon 
him. |
